“University  students  do  want 
more  power,  but  what  they’re 
really  after  is  a meaningful  re- 
lationship with  their  professors.” 

That  view  was  expressed  by  Un- 
iversity of  Utah  Professor  Neal 
Maxwell  Monday  as  he  inaugur- 
ated American  University  Week 
with  a Varsity  Theater  lecture. 

BYU’s  Dr.  Robert  K.  Thomas 
will  continue  the  series  today  with 
a 4:10  p.m.  talk  in  184  Jesse 
Knight  Bldg.  His  topic  is  “Grad- 
uate School:  Purpose  and  Prepar- 
ation.” 

SHARED  POWERS 

Assistant  academic  vice-presi- 
dent of  BYU,  Dr.  Thomas  is 
charged  with  the  responsibility 
for  the  Honors  Program,  Lang- 
uage Training  Mission,  American 
Indian  program,  curriculum  man- 
agement, student  advisement  and 
the  library. 

“The  American  University  is  a 
sophisticated  institution  with  a 
delicate  system  of  shared  pow- 
ers,” Prof.  Maxwell  told  Mon- 
day’s audience  composed  largely 
of  BYU  faculty  members. 

“The  traditional  relationship  be- 
tween students  and  professors  has 
deteriorated,”  he  stated,  “and  stu- 
dents are  seeking  to  extend  their 
power  as  a means  to  overcome 
that  deterioration.” 

ALIENATED  STUDENTS 

“Students  feel  alienated— they 
sense  that  their  ideas  don’t  mat- 
ter, that  no  one  wants  to  listen 
to  them.”  continued  Maxwell,  ex- 
ecutive vice  president  of  the  U 
of  U. 

Other  opinions  expressed  by 
Maxwell:

• Students  want  more  integra- 
tion of  facts  by  professors,  not 
just  a dispensing  of  information. 

• They  want  to  know  what  pro- 
fessors think  about  certain  mat- 
ters of  importance. 

• Faculty  councils  should  have 
more  exposure  to  student  opin- 
ions. 

• More  time  and  effort  should 
be  taken  to  explain  reasons  be- 
hind administrative  decisions,  on 
a consulting  rather  than  a legal, 
authoritative  basis. 

“What  the  students  really  want 
is  for  us  to  do  our  job,  and  do 
it  well,”  concluded  Maxwell.

The  Mormon  Pavillion  at  the  Hemisfair  ’68  will  open 
in  San  Antonio  this  April.  In  preparation  for  the  opening 
seventeen  displays  were  sent  this  week  to  Texas.  Two  new 
units  were  included  among  the  displays.

SACRED  GROVE  DIORAMA 

The  Sacred  Grove,  where  Joseph  Smith  had  his  first 
vision,  has  been  recreated  in  a diorama  at  the  Salt  Lake 
visitors  center  on  Temple  Square. 

Duncan  Spencer  of  Burbank,  Calif.,  was  the  artist  who 
created  the  diorama.  Molds  of  over  20  trees  in  the  Sacred 
Grove  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  artist’s  studio  in  Calif. 
Spencer  also  made  the  famous  diorama  of  the  Grand  Canyon 
for  Disneyland.  It  is  interesting  to  note  he  joined  the 
Church  while  working  on  the  project. 

GOLDEN  CALIFORNIA 

Recent  reports  show  Church  growth  in  the  missions 
for  the  year  of  1967  totaled  62,280.  This  is  the  total  num- 
ber of  baptisms  in  the  79  missions.  Twenty-two  missions 
reported  over  1,000  baptisms  for  the  year. 

Top  ranking  as  far  as  quantity  goes  is  the  California 
Mission.  Number  two  is  the  Northwestern  States  Mission. 
The  northern  California,  California  South,  and  El  Salvador 
— Guatemala  rank  in  succession  down  the  line. 

Seems  like  California  is  getting  religion. 

THE  ARGENTINA  BOUNCE 

Missionaries  in  Argentina  have  been  denied^  visas  ac- 
cording to  a government  announcement  last  week.  The  situa- 
tion in  Argentina  revolves  around  the  government’s  desire 
to  leave  to  the  Argentines  anything  that  will  influence  na- 
tional thought.  Religion  is  so  considered  by  the  government. 

Because  of  this  attitude  the  government  is  coming 
under  attack  by  the  newspaper  La  Prensa  which  said  this 
action  is  a violation  of  Argentina’s  constitutional  guarantee 
of  freedom  of  religion. 

LDS  Church  officials  have  made  no  statement  pending 
official  notification  from  Argentina.  There  are  over  169 
missionaries  in  the  two  Argentine  Missions  serving  17,000 
members. 


THE  ANGOLA  BOUNCE 

The  Mormons  aren’t  the  only  missionaries  being  bounced 
in  this  old  world.  Dr.  Alford  Carleton  of  the  United  Church 
Board  for  World  Missionaries  said  missionaries  of  the  United 
Church  of  Canada  and  The  United  Church  of  Christ  are  to 
be  withdrawn  from  Angola.  He  said  the  Portuguese  govern- 
ment seemingly  has  a policy  to  “extinguish  Protestant  mis- 
sionary activity.” 

MRS.  McKAY  RECUPERATING 

Mrs.  Emma  McKay  is  reported  resting  well  in  the  LDS 
hospital.  She  underwent  surgery  for  a broken  hip  Wednes- 
day.

Editor: 

So-called  “dress  standards”  are 
no  more  than  codification  of  the 
practices  and  prejudice  of  the 
time  period  constituting  the  cul- 
tural heritage  of  those  now  oc- 
cupying the  position  of  authority 
in  our  society. 

The  claim  that  modesty  is  any- 
thing more  than  a cultural  phen- 
omenon, related  simply  to  the 
temper  and  mores  of  a given  time 
and  place,  is  denied  by  observa- 
tion of  the  historically  changing 
conception  of  just  what  it  is  that 
constitutes  modesty.  “Modesty” 
changes  in  response  to  changes  in 
style,  though  more  slowly. 

That  immorality  is  in  some 
manner  related  to  dress  is  often 
asserted,  but  with  little  evidence. 

Would  that  those  responsible  for 
exercising  leadership  over  us 
might  preach  modesty  if  they  de- 
sire, but  abstain  from  equating 
this  ideal  with  skirts  above  the 
kneecap  and  resist  the  authori- 
tarian urge  for  enforcement.

HOPE  FOR  COPPER 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —Optimism  about 
a settlement  of  the  crippling  248-day-old 
copper  strike  ran  higher  today  as  a result 
of  two  tentative  pacts  reached  between  the 
nation’s  “big  four’1  copper  companies  and 
the  26  striking  unions.  But  an  end  to  the 
strike  apparently  was  not  imminent. 

Federal  mediators,  bolstered  by  the  ten- 
tative agreements,  urged  negotiators  to  beai 
down  in  an  attempt  to  reach  a final  settle- 
ment. 

The  latest  breakthrough  in  the  White 
House-directed  negotiations  came  during  the 
weekend  when  an  agreement  providing  a 
basic  $1.13  increase  in  hourly  wages  and 
fringe  benefits  was  reached  for  6,500  em- 
ployes of  the  Phelps-Dodge  Corp.

The  guerrillas  were  believed  to  have 
attacked  across  the  border  from  Zambia  to 
avenge  the  execution  of  several  Africans  by 
the  government  of  Prime  Minister  Ian 
Smith.  Execution  of  the  convicted  murders 
was  condemned  throughout  the  world  and 
brought  warnings  from  Zambia  that  such 
attacks  might  come.
